uiſes and driftes dyd-not, take ef-

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- hired fort of deſperate, praceles, 
and reprobate villaynes to kill her 
Majefties royall perſon;asnamely, 
Parry, Sommernile, _Arden, Throg- 
morton, Babington, with 13. moe of 
his collegucs, and confederates, 
beſides many moe, which heare to 
recite were but ſuperfluous. All 
whiche notwithſtanding ( Gods 

name be prayſed for it) receyued 

ſuch condigne puniſhments for 

theyr deſerts, as I pray God all 

Traytors againſt their Prince and 

Cuntrey may do, 

They hould italfo for a princi- 
pall good worke, and of great me- 
rite, to takearmor, and to rayſe vp 
warres for the mayntenance, in. 
larging, and augmenting of their 
pretenced, -conterfeite Catholike 
Church, or rather moſt diueliſh 
antichriſtian ſynagogue of Sathan, 
Andthereforeis the Pope,with his 
Cardinals, Abbots;Fricrs, Monks, 
| and 
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and all-other conſorts of that. vi- 
perous generation, {worne at their 
creation, that they ſhall tothe vt- 
termolt.of theyr powers defend, 
mayntayne, and inlarge. (as they 
falllely call, it ) Saint Peters patri- 
monie. And to this end, doth the 
Popes vnholie holyncs-.ſende a- 
broade hys. bandogges the. Car- 
dinalles, hys curre dogges the Ab. 
bors,and Monkes, and his ſpanyels 
the ſneaking Friers, jnto cuery 
cuntrey , to perſwade- Kings and 
Princes, to take Armes agaynſt 
ſuch, and ſuch, for ſuch and ſuch 
cauſes as he hymlſclfe ſhall frame 
in the forge of hys owne brayne, 
And the bettcr to cftc& hys.pur- 
poſe, hee ſends them, eyther wk 
lowlye indulgence, ar elſe ſome 
beggerly pardon. or other -in. a 
Bull of leade, and that of all their 
ſinnes for cuer; or clfe hee ſends 
them ſome ſcalde relique, or -0= 
ther, 
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ther , and if that wyll not ſerue, 
ſometymes he ſends thema good- 
ly oyntment, called rubrum w- 
guentum, which wyll worke more 
then all the reſt. And when bee 
hath chus ſet them rogether by 
the cares, then commes hee as 
a rauenous Gripe, and deuoures 
eyther the one, or both of them 
at hys pleaſure. And thus rageth 
hee ;cuery. where, through-out 
Chriſtendome , 1o that in my 
conſcience', the Pope ; with the 
reſt of hys-broode, are the very 
authors ' of.;all the watres and 
bloudſhead- in all Europe at thys 
preſent,! and that for the inlar- 
ging (forſooth)). of Saint :Peters 
Patrimonye * What watres 'hath' 
hee rayſed-heerctoforc-inSpuyze ? 
What warres hath hce;'and at 
thys preſept docth -hee manage, 
and mayfiteyne inthe Kingdome 
of Fraunce, in Flaunders, andin the 

mn lowe 
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lowe cuntreys, in Germany,in Tiah, 
and ſundry other places / of the 
world, it is vnapoſiible ro number 
the infinit millions of Gods ſaints, 
that he hath murthered,and beene 
author of theyr murthers, what 
warres he hath rayſed , what tu- 
mules he hath cauſed, what rebelli- 
ons, inſurretions and commoti- 
ons he hath ftirred vp throughout 
all Chriſtendome,and allto mayn- 
teyne his paunch, his honor, his 
glory, his renowne, his dignitic 
and eſtimation intheworld. And 
yetall will not ſerue,for (thanks be 
to God) he cums tumbling downe 
euery day. And the more heſtriues 
to be honored and magnified in 
this world, the more is he hated of 
God.and dereſted of men. 

The Pope and Papiſts alfo ac- 
coumpt it a good worke to fet vp 
ſtewes and brothell houſes, whe- 
ther eucry man may reſort-at his 

In pleaſure, 
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pleaſure, and that ſans conſcientia, 
with a fate conſcience, as they ſay, 
and inioy his whore or whores as 
many as he liſt, and no man may 
fay blacke is his eyc, or Domine, cur 
ita fac? becaule torfooth the Pope 
hath diſpenſed with him in a wan- 
yon. And as though this were no 
ſinne, but rather a good worke, 
(for ſo he and they all accomprit 
indeede) he tollerateth Buggery, 
Sodometry,andother filthy finnes 
for money, which arc not once to 
be nora the children of 
God. And this is his reaſon. Is it 
not better ({ayth this vile beaſt)for 
me to tollerate them, receyuing 
yearely a million ortwo of gould 
for themtowardsthe maintenance 
of the Church (or rather his owne 
carren carkafſe) than they to com- 
mitthem ſecretly, without my tol- 
leration,I receyuing nothing ther-

There were ſlayne 
ot the Benjamites inone day 25000, 
for the — of a Lewes wile. 
Zimri and: Cosbj were both flayne 
for their whotedome together, by 
Phinehas, whoſe fat fo pleaſed 
God, that hee turned away hys 
wrath from the reſt ofthe:people, 
that they were riot deftroyed: Be- 
ſides examples, the Apoſtle Pazle 
ſayth, 
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faythxhat neither whoremongers, 


adulrerers,nor inccſtuous perlons, 
ſhall:enter . into the kingdome of 
heaue. The Apoſtle 104» laith, ma- 
riageis honorable amongſt all me, 
and the bed vndefiled; but whore- 
mongers andadulterers God ſhall 
judge; But this winde ſhakes no 
corne as the Papiſts-ſay , for the 
Popeca cafily wipe away althis,8 
a thouſad times more witha word. 
What? am notI Chrifts viccar ge- 
nerall, and Peters ſucceſlor £ Haue 
not1 claues regni celorum?thekeyes 
of thekingdome of heauen* haue 
not I A ſoluendz, &r ligand), 
power to bind & looſe Ina word, 
am notT God, & can notT forgiue 
ſiane at my pleaſure £ Oh blaſphe- 
mous:mouth, God ſhall deſtroy 
thee with the breath ofthis mouth. 
The very ewes ſhal rifeypin iudge- 
metagainſt thee,& codemne thee, 
who ſayd,Can any mi forgiue fin, 
"1: Gd alone * They | 
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They thinkc it alſo a good worke, 
and of great merite, to gad vp:and 
down the cuntreys onPilgrimage, 
to this place and that place, to this 
hee Saint and that ſhce Saint, yea, 
alchough-itbe as farre off as Rome, 
Conſt antinople,or lernſalem is hence, 
the turther, the more merite; to vi- 
ſite Bethleers where Chriſt was 
borne, the holic Sepulchre where 
he was buried, the holy Crofle 
wherevpon he ſuffered, the nayles 
that were driuen into his handes 
andfecte, theſpeare that was thruſt 
into his ſide, his bloud that was 
ſhed when he hanged vppon the 
Crofle, the milke of A ares breſts 
(or elſe they lye) the cratch or 
manger wherein Chrift lay, with 
infinite the: like: ſuperſticious re- 
liquesroolong to be recited heerc. 
To a!l which muft.be attributed a 
divine worſhip, with knceling be- 
tore them, -praying vynto. them, 
.belicuing, 
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belieutng and truſting in them, and 
aboue all(torthis is the chieteſt work 
they ſhoote at) offering vato them 
(as it werea lacritice to Baal) gould, 
filuer, iewels, and precious ſtones of 
infinite varictic. Theſe things al- 
though they doe the idolls no good 
(tor fo I will not feare to cal! them) 
yer doe they ſerue to inritch theſe 
ambicious and greedie Priefts, who 
dayly gape for {uch prays. And 
trucly, but that the judgements of 
God are a dcapth without bot- 
tome, hys counſayles vnicarchable, 
and hys waycs paſt finding out, I 
would wonder that any man could 
be ſo blinded, or. befotted, as to 
trauayle ſo many hundred myles, 
nay, ſo many thouſand myles ſome- 
tymes (in the mcane tyme not re- 
parding hys or theyr poore wyfe 
and children at home how mile- 
rably ſocuer they lyued) to thys 
Saint, and that Saint, to thys —_ 
an 
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and that idoll, as though one were 
better than another, or, that one 
could helpe better, or more than an 
other. Therefore itis true which the 
Apoſtle by the holy Ghoſt vttereth 
of ſuch men, where he ſayth, when 
men will not belicue the truth, then 
God gcueth them ouer to a repro- 
vate ſence to belicue lyes. Alas, did 
they, or doe they thinke, that theſe 
idolls cap doe them any good, ey- 
ther. heare theyr prayers, relieue 
theyr neceſſitics, or graunt theyr 

ctitions 2 No, no, this was but the 
fubtilic , or rather playne knauerie 
oi the couctous Priclts to get money 
withall, although tothe deſtruction 
of theyr owne, and infinite millions 
of Chriſtian ſoulcs befides. Full well 
was it ſayde therefore of the hea- 
taen Pocte, Oh anuri facra fames, 
quid non rrortalia pectora cogis. Oh 
curſed loue of money, what wic- 
kednes is there. in all the worlde 
which 
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which thou wilt not cauſea man to 
doe forthe loue of thee? This cau- 
ſed the holy Ghoſt to denounce, 
that couetouſnes is the roote of all 
euill. Oh remember what the A- 
poſtlEſayth , Godlynes is great ri- 
ches, it a man be content with that 
that hee hath. Forget not what hee 
telleth you in another place, thoſe 
that ſtudie to be rich inthys world, 
fall into diuers temptations, and. 
ſnares of the Deuill. Secke there- 
fore to be ritch in God, and not 
in the tranſitoric vanities of thys 
lyfe, whiche vaniſhe away lIyke a 
{cumme or bubble, before a man 
haue any vſc or fruition of them. 
Deceyuc the world no longer with 
your bablcries tor filthy lucre ſake, 
repent and turne to God, for hee 
is mercifull, and would not your 
deſtruction. | 
Agayne, the Papiſts accoumpt it 
a wonderfull good worke to make 
© and 
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andere&tImages,and Idols in Chur- 
ches, and erdſſcs in high wayes, to 
creepe' to them barefoote and bare 
legged, to kneele before them, to 
adore and worſhip them, tq pray 
to them,to truſt and belicue in them, 
to aske and looke for all good 
thyngs at theyr handes, to offer to 
them, and in ſumme, to attribute 
all divine honor and worſhip to 
them, being notwithſtanding ſtocks 
and ſtones, dead and inſenſible crea- 
tures, and which ( as the Prophet 
ſayth) can neyther heare, ſec, ſmell, 
taſte, nor vnderſtande, no nor ſo 
much-as ſtirre out of theyr places. 
If they be overwhelmed with duft, 
they cannot ſo muchas make them- 
ſelues cleane, or if they be throwne 
into the fyre, they can not ryſe vp 
agayne : and therefore not with- 
out cauſe doth the Lord pronounce 
accurſed, both the image, and the 


image maker And as for _—_— 
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I ſee neyther reaſon, nor ſcripture 
for them, why they ſhould beſetvp 
eyther in Churches, Churchyards, 
high wayes, or any place elſe. Oh 
but ſay the Papiſts, it deth a man 
good to looke yppon that engine 
whereupon Chriſt dyed : Butifthey 
wyll needes haue crofles to gaze 
vppon, let them looke vppon euer” 
Chriſtian man, and woman, wh. 
(theyrarmeF being ſpread abroade) 
doc reſemble moſt liuely both the 
croſle, and alſo Chriſt himſelfe, a 
thouſand tymes more truely, than 
theſe idolkatrous counterteite croſſes 
of wood, and ſtone. And-becauſe 
they ſhall ſee the ſmall, or rather the 
no neceſſitie atall of theſe crofles a- 
mongſtys Chriſtians, I will ſhew the 
originall of them, how, and yppon 
what grounds, and for what caules 
they fyrſt came vp. The heathen 
people, and infidels, denegers of the 
faith, & profeſſed enemies te Ghriſt 
I 3 leſus, 
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Teſus, reproched the Chriſtians,and 
Caſt in their tecth, that their Sauiour, 
and theyr Meflias in whome they 
truſted, was hanged vppon a crofle 
betweene two theeues, as the moſt 
notoriouſt malefactor of all, to his, 
and theyr perpetuall approbrie, ig- 
nominie, and ſhame tor euer, as they 
moſtblaſphemouſly affyrmed. The 
Chriſttans heereypon to ſhewe that 
they were not aſhamed, neyther of 
Chriſt Teſus, nor yer of his croſle, 
cauſed to be ſer vp as well in Chur- 
Cches, and Churchyards, as alſo in 
high wayes, ſtreercs, and lanes, di- 
uers and ſundry croſles ; which cu- 
ſtome hath continued, and deſcen- 
ded (as it were by ſuccefſion) from 
them vnto vs atthis day. Now who 
ſcethnot heereby the ſmall neceſſity 
ofthem amongſt Chriſtians ? For at 
this day there be none that doe vp- 
brayd vs, that our Saujour in whom 
we belicue, was hanged vppon a 

croſle, 
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croſle,andtherefore,the cauſe of the 
erection or ſetting vp of croſles be- 
ing ceaſed, letthe croſſes themſelues 
Jel be remouecd allo. For certainly the

amongſt ys. But if it be obiccted, 
that it keepeth in our mindes, the rc- 
membraunce of Chriſt, and of hys 
de:th, which he ſuffered ypon it : I 
anſwere, wehaue no warrant out of 
the booke of God, to keepe any ſuch 
ſuperſtitious croſles amongſt vs, to 
any ſuch ende. For the word iticlfe 
was geuen vs to thatend, to kceepe in 
memory, and (as it were) to paynt 
olit ynto vs the death and paſſion of 
our S2uiour Chriſt, and not ſuch 
Popiſh traſh;To that end alſo were 
the Sacraments left vs, with the mi- 
niſterie, and preaching of the Goſs 
pell of Chriſt, and therefore their 
obieQion is ſcarſe worth the anſwe- 
ring. 
The Papiſts alſo holde it to be a 
work of vnſpeakablemerit,for a man 
or woman,eyther before they dyec,or 
cl{cat their death,to giue the greateſt 


part 
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part of their geods & lads(the more, 
the more mecrite) to popiſh pricſtes, 
though in the meane time , theyr 
wife, childrcn, and whole familyes 
goca begging all theyr lyfe long)to 
Monkes,and Fryers, with ehe reft of 
that filthic generation, to thecnde, 
they may pray for them whethey arc 
dead,to ſaie maſles, trentalls, diriges, 
de profundi,Lad ies plalters,and I can 
not tell what riffe raffe elſe forthem : 
bearing them in hand,that their ſouls 
&the Bales of al their friends,parcts, 
kindred,and aliance, ſhall not onely 
bee relccued, but allo cleerely dely” 
uercdthereby out ot the pains of pur- 
gatorie, which otherwiſe ſhoulde lyec 
there broiling in firie flames ſeauen 
yeeres for cucric {inne thatcuer they 
comitted in this lite,cither inthoght, 
word,ordeed. Whichritit weretruc, 
(as itis moft falſe and blaſphemous) 
I couldnotblamemen, though they 


gaue all they had, and more too, to 
4s the 
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thePrieſts. But alaſſe, who ſeeth not 1 


the vanitie of this fonde opinion of 
Purgatorie * If Maſſes, Diriges, tren- 
tals,de profunats, Ladies plalters, and 
ſuch pelting traſh, could redeeme vs 
from paine and puniſhment afterthis 
life,and place our ſoules in ioye and 
bliſſe, I praie you then whatis left to 
the bloud of Chriſt ro doo for vs.iuſt 
nothing atall, And why died Chriſt, 
if we might haue bene redeemed by 
corruptible money, lands,or peſleflt- 
ons, as the Apoſtles, Saint Pawleand 
Saint Peter doe reaſon £ What can be 
more derogatorie to the death of 
Chriſt,and theefhicacic of his bloud, 
than this 2 You were not redeemed, 
(ſayth Paul) from Your ſinnes, nci- . 
ther by golde nor filuer, bur by the 
recious bloud of that immaculate 
lambe Ieſus Chriſt. And doeth not 
the apoſtle 70» thunder out vnto vs, 
The bloude of Icſus Chrift doeth 
cleanſevs from all finne.

itis ſofovliſh a thing, that Iam aſha- 

med to beſtow anie labour in confu» 

ting of it, as hauing indeede neyther 

groundout of the word of God'(no, 
norio much as one (illable founding 
thatlwaie) noranie approued or au- 
tentike writer, excepte out of ſuch 
apocryphas,as 0x74,Yirgil, and other 
heathen Pocts. And yet for all that, 
the Papiſts haue gayned as much, (I 
ſuppolc)by the broching of this frai- 
bugge,or ſcar-crow Purgatorie,fince 
it was firſt hatched , asall chriſten- 
dome is worth beſides. Burro pro. 
ccede. 
- The Papiſtes alſo holde theſeto 


bee ſingular good workes, yea, the 


 Chiefeſt of all, ro heare Maſſe de- 


uoutly cuerie daie , to worthippe 
Saintes, to obſerue ahd keepepre- 
ciſely all holy dayes , Saintes dates, 
anp feaſtiuall' dayes, (as they call 
them) to giue frankely to begging 

Friers. 
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Friers, Nunns, and Ankrefſes (which 
were aſortofſecluſes, or rather plain 
proſtitute whoores, mucd vp in cloi- 
ſters,celles, vautes, and holes, vnder 
ground , onely to ferue the Monkes, 
and the Abbots turnesat theyr need, * 
whereofI could giue you a thouſand 
inſtances,if it were not from my pur- 
poſe)tomumble vp a great rabble of 
Pater noſters, Creedes, Aue Maries, 
and thelike vpon their beads,to con- 
tribute liberally to the making and 
chriſtning of bels(and to beegod-ta- 
thers and god-mothers to them ) to 
the Duying of waxe candles,tapers,6 . 
lyghtes,to buy coapes, challices, ſur- 
pleſſes, andother veſtmentes of the 
Church, to giue ſoule-cakes ( forſo 
they ſhame nottocal them)or rather 
foole-cakes agayniſt all ſoules daie, 
for the rederhption of all chriſten 
ſoules,2s they blaſphemouſly ſpeake. 
They account italfo a worke of great 
merite, to diſple,to whip, May 
tncenm- 
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themſelues with whippes made of 
ropes endes, of cordes, and ſome of 
wyre,with lyttle rowels of ſpurrcs at 
the ends, wherewith(forſooth) they 
muſt whippe themſelues naked, till 
theyr bodics appeare all full of blou- 
dic gores, and in fo doing, they merit 
the deuill and all, I ſhould ſay heauen 
and all. They accountit alſo an excel- 
lent good worke, and of great merit, 
to lie alnight vpon the boords,orthe 
bare ground,to weare ſhirts ofhayre, 
fo fait with bread and water,tocarry 
candles, tapers, andpalmes vpand 
downs the church, and round about 
the Church-yard, to ſee and worſhip 
theyr little God of the piz,that hangs 
ſo pretily in a ſtring, like a Bee in a 
boxe,to recciue holy bread,and holy 
water,to goe toſhrift, where euerye 
one muſt confeſle his finnes to the 
Prieſt,and receue abſolution, but {pe- 
cially the women, who many times 
haue theyr abſolution giuen them, 

with 
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with a Friers taile. Theſe, with infi- 
nite the-like,are the good workes of 
the Papiſts,wherby they truſt to gain 
heauen,and tomerite cuerlaſting life 
whether God will or no. Yea, they 
will haueit by merit,and not by mer- - 
cie,and therefore God is bounde to 
giue it them,ex debito,andex opere opc- 
rato, of duetie , inregarde of their 
workes, and notex2ratia: and good 
reaſon,ifit bee ſo, tor doeth not the 
Apoſtle affirm, that to him thatwor- 
keth, is the hire giuen of qduetic, not 
of fauour. Nowe they doe all, and 
more too (or clſe they lie ) which 
God hath commaunded them, and 
which is more, they haue not onelie 
workes inough of their owne,to-ſauc 
themſelues witha),butalſo workes of 
ſupcrerogation,which will helpe at a 
dead lift,ifneed bee, to {cllor giueto 
others, and therfore they muſtneeds 
(as Ifay) come to heauen, whether 
God will or not: but Godgtant me 
an 
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andall thatappertain to him,eternall 
life for his mercies ſake-in Chriſt,aid 
letthePapiſts challengeit ſtil by their 
workes,merits,and deſerts. And tru- 
ly,I cannot but wonder, that the Pa- 
piſtsſhuld be ſo blinded,astothink, 
that anie workes at all ( much leſle 
theſe,hauing no warrant atallout of 
the worde of God , but rather quite 
contrarie,& vtterly repugnant)ſhuld 
merite and deſerue the kingdomeof 
heauen,and eucrlaſting life,being in- 
deed ſuch as Chriſt ſpeaketh of . In 
vaine doo they worſhip me,teaching 
for dodtines the ordinances of men. 
Butto conclude this point, 'The A- 
poſtle ſaith, whatſocuer isnot of faith 
is ſinne, but theſe works of the papiſts 
are not of faith, and thereforeare fin. 
And to proue that they are not of 
faith, I reaſon thus. Whatſoeuer hath 
not his grounde and warrant out of 
the worde of God, is not of faith, 
but theſe workes haue not. anie 
__ ground 
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ground outofthe word of God, and 
therefore are not of faith , Therefore 
would I counſell all Papiſts to aban - 
don theyr workes , eſpccially theſe 
which I haue recited , to the dcuill 
theyrauthor, from whome they firſt 
came,and to do thoſe workes, which 
God hath in his holy wordcomman- 
ded,and which in mercie(but not in 
metrite)he hath promiſed to rewarde 
at that daie. And nowe becauſe ney- 
ther they, nor anicel{c ſhall bee igno- 
raunt, what thoſe good workes bee, 
which God hath commaunded ys to 
docin his holy word,I will decypher 
forth vnto them ( though notall) yet 
ſome of them, in as fewe wordes as 
I can.

ſtraungers, and way-taring men. This 
dyd good 14 braham wellvnderſtand 


and practiſe, who is ſayde to haue 


fate in his tent doore in the heatc of — 


the daic, of purpoſe, to inuite and 
call in ſtraungers, way-faring men, 
and trauelers,& to relieue them. And 
therefore when the Angelles came 
tohim.in the forme of men, he js no- 
K ted 
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ted by the holy Ghoft, to haue in- 

treated them,nay, to haue compelled 

them to eate meate with him in his 

houſe, Good father Zordyd the very 

ſame, watching in his dores or gates, 

. to harbour poore ftraungers : and 

therefore when the Angells came in- 

Gea.19.1 2 19 Soaome, like ſtrangers & pilgrimes, 
z. heecompelled them in ſome ſort, to 
entcrinto his houſe, andto take fuch 
lodging and entertaynment, as the 
countrey would yeeld, and his ſtare 
was able to aftoord. And hereby ma- 
ny, (as the Apoſtle noteth) haue re- 
ceyued Angels into theyr houſes at 
vnawares in theformes of men. But 
now adayes thereare many, that are 
ſo farre off, from this kinde of libera- 
lity towards poore ſtrangers, or beg- 
gers as we Call them, that they wyll 
ſhur vp their gates, when there is any 
meate or drinke ſtirring. And which 
is too bad,I haue knowne ſome, that 
haue cauſed the poore to be whip- 


ped 
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pedaway from;their gates. Again,o- 
therſomealthogh of great reuenews, 
becauſe they wil not keepehoſpitali- 
ty,norrelicue the poreat home, they 
will geue vp houſe,and eyther go ſo- 
zorne,8& tablewith ſome friend,orels 
take a chamber in ſome cityortown, 
where they will kepe no houſe atall, 
but with aman,& aboy(and itis wel 
if that too) liue both meanely, baſe- 
ly, and obſcurely, to the blemiſhing 
& ſteyning of their worſhip & credit 
for euer. Even they whoſe lands and 
poſlefſios are worth (peraducnture) 
500. pounds a yeare, yca, it may be 
I000.pounds a yeare,whoſe parets 8& 
anceſtors kept 20.0r 40.mE in aliue- 
ry, mainteind great hoſpitality to the 
rclicfe of all the cuntrey about them, 
euen they Ifay wil nor ſtick to-do fo. 
And yet wil alltheir revenews ſcarſe 
ſerue to maynteyne this ſmall port 


withall, notwithſtading that they ſo 


racke their lands,rayſe their rents, & 
K 2 Exact 
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exact ſuchfines and incomes, as they 


maketyentic times ſomuch moreof 


their linings now,as thcir forefathers 
did in times paſt. 

Now if it be demanded, how they 
carrying ſo low a faile, can ſpende {o 
great revenues, which were wont to 
maintayne ſo many ſcore, and tore- 
lecue ſo many thouſandes of poore 
ſoules. I aunfwere. They ſpende it, 
(as I fuppoſe)forthe moſt part,cither 
is ſumptuous apparel,gorgeous buil- 
dings(both which are atthis daic too 
rite in England,ifit pleaſed God) or 
cls in teaſting and banketting, in roi- 
cting and gourmandizing, beſides 0- 
ther chamber workes, which I bluſh 
tename. For(asthe Apoſtle fayth)it 
is a ſhame once to ſpeake of thoſe 
things, which are done of them in ſe- 

crete. God turne their heattes, and 
giuethem grace to centayne them- 
ſelues within themſelues, to mayn- 


taine hoſpitalitic for the releete - 
the 
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the poore,and to ypholde thatporte, 
worſhip,and credit,which their fore, 
fathers dyd. | 

Ourſauiour Chriſt ſaith,that a cup 
of cold watcrgiuen in his name,ſhall 
not bee lefte varewarded at the later 
daic. And the Apoltle Paul commen- 
deth hoſpitalitic, as one of the works 
of mercie, calling itin many places, 
a {weete ſmelling ſacrifice, pleaſaunt 
and acceptable to God, Alaſſe, let 
them confider, wherefore dyd God 
givethem ſuch great ſtore of riches, 
and large -poſſefions in this lyte, a- 
boue theyr fellowe brethren, was it 
not to doo good with them, and to 
helpe thofe that haue neede? Let 
them knowe it was not giuen them 
to miſſpend in ryot and excefle, in 
pride, ingluttonie, or dronkennefle, 
in whooring , no, nor in hawking, 
and hunting, norin anic other ſuch 
kigde of vanitie. No , no, it wyll 
not go for payment at thedaye of 
K 3 iudge- 
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zudgement, when it ſhall be fayd vn- 
to them, redade rationem willicatiouis 
742, come , gcue accoumpt of thy 
Stewardſhip. I woulde wiſhe them 
therefore to learne cuen of the vn- 
juſt Steward, ſpoken of by our Saui- 
our Chriſt, to-make them friends of 
the wicked mammon, And ſurely 
(to bend my ſtyle toall in generall) 
I wouid councell all men to ſtudie 
to be more caretull and diligent in 
doing of good workes, to feede the 
hungrie, to cloth the naked, to har- 
bor the harborlefle, to vifite them 
that be ſicke, and in priſon, and to 
doe to all men, as hee would wiſhe 
all ſhould doto him,if he were inlike 
condicion. Say not (as Saint Iames 
noteth, the rich mercileſſe men of 
hys tyme to haue ſayde) Ihaue not 
for you now, come agayne another 
tyme, God ſend you comfort, and 

{o they geue them nothing, them- 
iclues notwithſtanding inthe meane 
ps | ' tyme, 
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me, flowing , nay, ouctflowing 
with the aboundance of all things. 
Saint CMwxenſtine tells vs, that laoke 
what apparrell we haue in our prel- 
ſes, what clothes in our cheſts, what 
garments in our warderobes, more 
than we weare on our backes, they 
are (fayth this holy Father) none of 
ours, but the poores, and to with- 
"hold them from rhem hauing neede, 
is to robbe and ſpoyle them, And 
as the ſame author ſayth, if he ſhall 
burne in hell, that hath not clothed 
the naked, fed the hungrie, nor har- 
boredthe harborleſſe,oh where ſhall 
he burne, that hath robbed and de- 
priued the poore of that that they 
had? Andyet Iam not of that foo- 
liſh pity, that I woulg haue a man to 
geueto cuery one without exceptis: 
tor herein there is great diſcretion to 
bevſed, & many circumſtances tobe 
conſidered. Firſt, we are to conferre 
with them(before we geue themany 
K 4 thing) 
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thing)ofthe word of God, andof re- 
ligion, tothe ende, wee may knowe, 
whether they bee true chriſtians in- 
deede,orno. Secondly, weeare to 
conſider whether they be old, blind, 
lame, or otherwiſe diſcaſcd and in- 
firmed. Thirdly, howethey came to 
this pouertic, whether Þy the hande 
of God, as by fire,ſhipwracke, death 
_ of cattel],or anic other thelike tudg . 
mentand viſitation of G O D. And 
fourthly,whathath beene, andis his 
= and conuerſation, and in what 
orteheſpendeth and imploieth his 
goods, all which, it we finde to tand 
with the feare of God, and agood 
cenſ{cience, then are wee torelecue 
ſuch a ome to the vtterwoſt of our a- 
bilitie. But to thgſe that be cither A- 
theiſts,or obſtinate Papiſts, yong, lu. 
ſtie,8& able toworke,and yet wilnot, 
Iam notto giue any thing, for in re- 
leeuing of ſuch, beſides that, I main- 


tain them in their idlenes ſtill, I alſo 
offend 
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offend both God and my brethren. 
Of ſuch, the Apoſtle geueth a per- 
emptorie commaundement , that 
they who will not labour,ſhould not 
cate. Now in. the geuing of our 
almes, we muſt haue regard ſpecially 
to theleſixe things. Firſt, wemult ſee 
that we geue our almes for the loue 
we beare to God, and to ourbrethre 
for his ſake. Secondly, that we geue 
them not for vayneglory, to be mag- 
nifyed and prayſed ot men, as the 
Phariſes did, who ſounded trumpets 
before them when they gaue theyr 

almes. Thirdly, we muſt geue our 
almes voluntarily, willingly, and _ 
without coſtraint, grudging or mugs 
muring : forthe Lord (fayth the A- 
poſife ) loucth a cheerefull geuer. 
Fourthly, we muſt geue libgrally, 
and not niggardly, for (as the ſame 
Apoftle in an other place noteth) 
they that ſowe ſparingly, ſhall reape 
ſparingly. Fiftly, we muſt gine our 
| | almes 
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almes whileſt we haue tyme in this 
life, as Paule ſayth, dum tempus-habe- 
mus faciamus bonum ad omnes,whileſt 
wee haue tyme let vs doe good to 
all men. Wee mult not leaue it to 
our executors to doe after vs, who 
(peraducature) wyll part ſtakes, and 
gcue one penny to the poore, and 
reſerue three for them felues. It is 
not worth a blewe peele to geue 
them , when thou ſecſt thou muſt 
needes leaue them, and canſt inioy 
them no longer. Sixtly, and laſtly, 
wee muſt geue freely, looking for 
no reward, merite, or. recompence 
for it againe. But to leaue this, and 
to goe forward to the reſt. 

It is alſo accoumpted by Chriſt a 
good worke and a worke of mercy, 
to viſite thoſe that be ficke, and in 
priſon, and to relicue them. Thoſe 
that be ficke, we muſt comfort, ex- 
hort, dehort, counſayle , and per- 
iwade, as we ſee their preſent "_ 
an

to good workes, x39 
and condicion doth require : and 
beſides, if they want any neceſſary 
thing, that eyther we haue, or can 
any way procure them, wee are to 
helpethem to it,artd to relieue them. 
And thoſe that are in priſon, wee 
muſt vifite alſo, and not only relicue 


' them with meate, drinke, 6 clothes, 


but alſo with our counſayle and 
wiledome, to the vttermoſt of our 
abillitie, But as wee are in this caſe 
to rehieueall, ſoare wee much more 
bound to relicue thoſe that are in 
durance for the word of God, & the 
teſtimony of a good conſcience, not 
ſuffering ſuch to lacke in any caſe. It 
is alſo a good worke to ſet vp hoſpi- 
talls, ſpitrles, 8 almes houſes, for the 
reliefe,and ſuſtentation of the poore. 
In which kinde we haue many good 
men (thankes be to God for them) 
that haue done notably, I pray God 


| Increaſe the number of them.But be- 
* cauſe I haue ſpoken of thys matter 


ſome- 
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ſomewhat more at large in the be- 
ginning of this booke, I will nowe 
therefore ſay no more of it, referring 
the reader to the {ame place. Itisalſo 
an excellent godd worke to erect 
Colledges and Schooles for the in- 
creaſe and propagation of goodlet- 
ters, as without which, barbariſme, 
and palpable ignorice would quick- 
ly ouerflowe vs (as I haue noted be- 
fore) and we in ſhort time ſhould 
become little differing from bruite 
beaſtes, I pray God therfore to open 
the harts ofall men and women that 
be able, to be more beneficiall to 
them, but of this I haue ſpoken more 
largely before inthe ſecond SeRion 
of this booke. 

It isalſo a good worke,and a worke 
wherewithall God is highly pleaſed, 
to contribute liberally to the mayn- 
tenance of godly Paſtors, and Prea- 
chers. For (as the Apoſtle Pawle rea- 
ſoneth) if they miniſter vnto vs hea- 
_ _enly 
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uenly things, it is a ſmall matter, if 
they reape of vs carthly things. And 
yet there are ſome, nay too many 

Machiaveliſts, that thinke, and ſay, 

they haue roo much, and that all is 

well gor, that is got from them, But 

it they knew the excellency of theyr 

office, and the incomparable digni- - 
tie of their high calling, if they knew 
whoſe place they ſupply, and whoſe 
perſon they repreſent in their office, 
ifthey knew how deere they are to 
the Lord (in ſo much as in acertaine 
place he ſayth,they are as deere vnto 
him as the apple of his eye) if they 
knew what epithites, and names of 
honor are attributed to the by God 
himſelfe in holy ſ{cripture,as namely, 
angels, lights, ambaſladors, meſlen- 
gers, legates, paſtors, preachers,doc- 
tors, beſides many other titles, and 
denominacions of honor. Briefely I 
fay, if they knew thatto detract from 
them,is to withdraw from God, and 
from 
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from his holy miniftery, they would 
notthinke all wonne that is extorted 
from them, God ſayth, touch not 
 myne annoynted, and doe my Pro- 

hets no harme. And our Sauiour 
Chriſt ſayth, he that receyueth you, 
receyueth me, and he,that rejecteth 
* you, reiecteth mee, accoumpting 
what ſocuer iniury or wrong is donte 
to them, to be done to himfelfe. 
And therefore doe I hould this as 
an infallible maxime. that who ſo e- 
uer deteyneth, or withholdeth any 
thing of that which is right from lis 
Paſtor, or Preacher, neyther loueth 
God, Chriſt Icſus, nor yet his holy 
miniſtery : for ſo our Sauiour afhr- 
meth, hee that loueth you, loueth 
me, and he that hateth you, hateth 
me: and agayne, the Prophet ſpea- 
king in the perſon of God, fayth, 
bring corne into my barnes, that 
there may be meate in my houſe, 
calling the barne and houſe of the 
miniſter 
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miniſter hys owne barne, and hys 
owne houſe. And yet thereare ſome 
ſo ſtraight laced, that they would 
nothaue the miniſtery to live vppon 
tythes (forfooth) but vppon contri- 
bucions, that is, playne almes in- 
deede : fo thar every one ſhould 
ue them what they would, little 
or much : which 1t it were once ct- 
fected, then might ine miniſtery 
quickly yoe a begging, as they doe 
nowe almoſt in Scotlazzd. If this be 
not the way to bring thc miniſtery 
into contempt, the Sacraments and 
word of God into hatred, and rehi- 
gion into deteſtacic:1, nay if this be 
not the way to bring in playne A- 
theiſme, and conſequetly confuſion 
and oucithrow of ai! chings,I knowe 
not what is.For take away reward fro 
learning, & who will ſet his ſonneto 
learning ? wio I lay willſet his child 
to the Vniuerſitie, and beſtowe 
almoſt all hee hath vppon hym to 
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gethim learning, wheras afterwards 
he ſhall live bur as a beggerall dayes 
of his life Bur as I would wiſh that 
they, who be good, able, and ſuffici- 
ent preachers indeede, ſhould haue 
liuing enough, ſo would I wiſh, thac 
thoſe who haue too much, ſhould 
part with ſome of their ſuperfluitic 
ro others that eyther haue too little, 
or iuſt none at all, Foryou ſhall haue 
ſome, that can ſpeake but little con- 

rue latine, much lefſe preach the 
word of God (nay weuld God they 
could reade engliſh well) and yer 
they hauc, ſome ofthem two, ſome 
of them three, and it is well if nor 
four benefices a peece,you ſhal haue 
otherſome fine ſchollers, and fameus 
preachers indeed, want cuen compe- 
tent mayntenance. And therefore 
could I wiſh (if ir might poſſibly be 
brought to paſle) thata more equall 
diſtribution of-linings were had a- 
monglt vs,Butit may ſooner (I _ 
me 
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me) bewiſhed for,than haſtely cffec- 
ted. Now as this is a great plagueto 
our Church, ſo (I doubt) leaſt in 
time, theſe impropriacions will be 
the bane of the ſame : I pray God 
to mouc her Maieſtics royall heart; 
and the heartes of her honorable 
Councell to redrefle this great cala- 
mitie, if it be his bleſſed will. But 
whether am I caryed*? It is a good 
worke in a Biſhap to preache the 
worde of Ged truely, to miniſter 
the Sacraments fancerely , to exe- 
cute eccleſiaſticall diſcipline, and o- 
ther cenſures of the Churche ſe- 
uearely, to rule and gouerne the 
Churche of God vprightly, accor- 
ding to the word of God, to con- 
ſtitute and place in cuery ſeuerall 
Church and congregation (as neere 
85 is poſhble) a good and ſufficient 
preacher, and to ſce that euery one 
in hys perticular charge, and cal- | 
ling, doe hys duety diligently. He 

L mult 
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muſt bee an example to his flocke, 
as well 1n life, as in doctrine, clſe 
what hee buildeth with one hand, 
hee pulleth downe with the other. 
Yea, hee muſt bee of that holy con- 
uerfarion, and integritic of lite, that 
cuen they that are without (as the 
Apoſtle ſpeaketh) may bee wonne, 
and reclaymed thercby. Brictely, 
hee muſtbe in all poynts ſuch aone 
as Paule deferibeth to Timothy, and 
to ſuch aone is all honor due, as 
the ſame Apoſtle ſayth in another 
place; thoſe Elders that gouerne 


;, well, are worthye of double ho- 


nour. _ 

Itis alſo a principall good worke 
in a King, or Prince, tyrſt, and a- 
boucall things to eſtabliſh the true 
religion and worſhip of God, to a- 
boliſh all ſuperſtition, idolatrie, and 
Popery, to roote out all yayne tra- (, 
dicions, ordenances, and conſtitu- 
tions of men, eyther not ag 
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ded vppon the word of: God, or 
elſe repugnant to the ſame, cuer 
raking the worde' of God tor hys 
eutchſtone , and ſquare rule, to le. 
uile all hys actions by. 

Ir is alſo agood worke ina King 
ot Prince, and jus yery duty,to pub- 
liſh, & ena good lawes,and whole- 
ſome- Statutes, tending to the ad- 
tancementof vertue-and godlynes, 
and tothe ſupprefliing and ouer. 
throwing of all ſinne and wicked- 
nes, to ſee iuſtice miniſtred to all 
men alike, withour parcialitic,tauour 
or affection, to reſtrayne, and inhi- 
bite alk gnawing vſury, extortion, 
and cxaCtion, to ſuppreſle all rob- 
bing, murthering, {laying and kil- 


fins one of another, to defend the 


ore fromthe iniury and violence of 
the mighty, to puniſh fin in all men, 
according to the nature and quality 
therof,as well in the nobility,gentry, 


and yeomanry, as in them of the

cLords miniſters,and that they 
carry not the {word for naught, as 
Paule witneſleth, being alſo aſſured 
of this, that the Lord reſpeeth no 
mans per{on,neyther hath he graun- 
red any greater charter to the migh» 
tic, than to the poore, toſinne. No, 
no, they haue neyther commiſſion 
nor priuiledge, cyther of immunitie 
or 1mpunitie, no more than the poo- 
reſt ſwayne or meaneſt peaſant that 
lyueth vppon the face of the carth 
hatli. But che ſoule that finneth ſhall 
dyc, ſayth the Apoſtle, of what con- 
dicion, eſtate, or degree ſocuer they 
be. Yea, the greater honor, or digni- 
tic that rhe Lord beſtoweth vppon 
any one inthis life, the greater inno- 
eency and perfection he requireth at 
his hands, ſo farre off is hee from 
diſpenſing withany to ſinne. Princes 
therefore Noble men and Gentle- 
| men 
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men ſhould be examples of godly. 
nes and holynes to thoſe that bee 
theyr inferiors, for itys an olde pro- 
uerbe and verie true, Quales Princi- 
pes, Nobiles, c& Gubernatores, tales po- 
pult, & ſubditi, Such as the Prince, 
Nobles, and Gentlemen are, ſuch 
are commonly the people and ſub- 
iects alſo. 

Itis alſo an excellent good worke 
in a Prince, to ſec that euery one, 


| man, woman, and childe, be Cathe- 


chiſed and taught the true Religi- 
on of God, and to compell them 
to heare, reade, meditate, confetre, 
and talke of the ſame , contrarie to 
that blaſphemous opinion of the 
Papiſts, who tcach, that the know- 
hs of the word of God amongſt 
the Layty (as they call them) doth 
make them Heretiques. But our 
Saviour Chriſt teacheth vs another 
leflon, Scrutamini Scripturas, Search 
the Scriptures, for in them, yec

hope to haue cternall life. And inan 
other place agayne, Search the ſcrip- 
tures, for they arethey which teſti- 
tyecof me. Ali&inthe Acs,we reade, 
that the Byrreans ſearched the Scrip- 
tures dayly, to ſee whether thoſe 
things preached by the Apoſtles 
wereſo,ot not,and they are wonder- 
fully commended therefore by the 
holy Ghoſt in the fame place. A- 
gayne, when the Phariſes came to 
Chriſt, rempting him, concerning 
the faith of the. refurre&iHn, he an- 
{wered them, yee erre, not knowing 
the {criptures,nor the power of 60d. 
So that whereas the Papiſts contrary 
toall truth,do hould, that the know- 
ledge of the ſcriptures is cauſe of he- 
reſy, we finde heere by our Sauiours 
owne words, that the ignorance of 
them is cauſe ofall errors, hereſy,and 
ſuperſticion, Dauidin his firſtPſalme 
verſe 1. 2, accoumpted hym bleſſed 
that was conuerſant dayly. in the 
word 
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| word of God, ſaying, Bleſſed is the 
; man, that doth not walke in the 
councell of the wicked , nor ſtand 
in the way of ſinners, nor fit in the 
ſeate of the icornefull, but his de- 
light is in the lawe of the Lord, and 
s | inthis lawe doth hee exerciſe him- 
- | ſelfe dayandnight. Agayne, in the 
e | ſyxrof Deutcronomie wee are com- Deur.s. 
- | maunded by expreſſe wordes , that

Sautour Chriſt in the Goſpell after 
Saint Mathew, fayth, non ſolo pane, 
man liueth not by bread only, but 
by cuery word that proccedeth out 
af the mouth of God. Why then, 
it we live by the word of God, and 
if it bee the ſpirituall foode of our 
ſoules (as it is indeede) what crucll 
tyrants, and bloudy ſoulc-quellers 
aeihe Papiſts, to depriue vs of that 
whereby our ſoules ſhoulde live? 
But yet I cannot greatly blame 
th2m, for ſince the word of God 
came abroade, and that it was law- | 
fo!l toreuery one to readcitin their | 
mother tongue, the leaſt child that | 
1s (alinoſt) can ſpye out theyr kna- 
uery, theyr ſhuffling, and iugling: 
whereby it commeth to paſſe(thanks 
be to God) that both they,and their 
peſtilent religion is our of conceipt 
with moſt men,and I pray God they 
may be dayly more and more, till 
| | ncither 
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neither the memorie of the one, nor 
yetthe mention of the other be once 
heard of ypon the whole faceof the 
earth. To conclude this point, it isa 
good worke in a prince, to prote&,& 
defend his ſubieRes and people, as 
well from all extreame violence of 
forraine focs, as alſo from all oppreſ- 
ſion and wrong of domeſticall enc- 
mies,& finally to compel cucric one 
in their ſeueral callings(as well of the 
ſpiritualtic or cleargic, as alſo of the 
temporaltie) todoe theyr duties, and 
to keepe theyr ſtandinges , that the 
common wealth be peaceably main- 
tained, and God glorified, who bee 
bleſſed for cuer. 

It is agood worke in inferior Ma- 
giſtrates and rulers, to execute theyr 
princes lawes indifferently, without 
reſpeR of perſons, neither regarding 
the rich and mightie fortheir wealth, 
nor contemning the poore'for theyr 
pouertie. Andtothis end it ——_ 

tnem 
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them tocarty aſingle cieandtohaue 
'thefeare of God before their faces, 
&a good conſcience in their breaſts, 
that they take nor receive no bribes, 
-norrewards : for as Salomon (ayeth, 
Gittes blinde the wiſe, and rewardes 
peruertiudgement.. And as it is their 
dueties to miniſter iuſtice to all , ſo 
muſt'they doo it with expedition: 
for hethar delayeth juſtice, isas cul- 
pable before God, as hee that giuerh 
falſe indgement, and both arc -abho- 
mination tothe Lorde. And yet for 
all that , you ſhall haue ſome ſutes 
(which peraduenture 'might bee de- 
cided in halfe a daic)) continue not- 
withſtanding ſeuen yeres, yea,ſome- 
times twentic yeres, tothe vtter vn- 
dooing, if not of both, yet of one of 
theparties at laſt, andin the ende,he 
that hath money, andis able to wage 
his laweluſtily,” goeth awaie manye 
times with the game. But howe cuer 
it bee, let juſtice bee miniſtred with 
r _ EXPc- 
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expedition, cutoff all delatoryes, 
T arde wenits, all put-offs , all quirkes 
and quidditics coyned. in the deceit- 
full mint of mannes braine for filthy 
lucre ſake. 

For by this delaying of iuſthhe 
( though | in the ende it. goe on the 
poore mannes ſide, as ſometimes it 
doeth, though not veric often.)the 
poore man, with his wife and chil- 
dren, hauing ſpentall in the law, are 
conſtrained, cyther to begge, or at 
leaſt;to livein extreame miſeric all 
dayes of theyr liucs. after : ſo thatit 
had breneas good. hee had loſk it at 
the fyrſt,as to ſpende more than it is 
woorth ; and to recouer it at:the 
laſt, | 

Fo the cnde FD a that ;uflice 

ightbee miniſtred with. expediti- 
on, 1 coulde wiſhe, there were men 
of diſcretion.and iudgement depu» 
ted andappoynted in cuerie ſhiere, 
& furniſhed with ſufficient authority 
n to 
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to determine all matters, quarrelles, 
ſutes, or controuerſtes, whatſocuer 
might ariſe within that particular 
ſhicreor countie : fo as none (except 
n ſome ſpeciall occaſion) ſhould 
edeto goe further for iuſtice. For 
now many menare forced to trauell 
two hundred or three hundred miles 
in the deapth of winter,in which one 
tourney ſome ſpend cuen all they 
hauc, and more too, and yet when 
they come where they woulde bee, 
theyr ſute isas farre from an end, as it 
was at their comming foorth. And 
thus is thepoore man thorough pure 
neede, not becing able to proſecute 
his ſeuen yeeres ſute, forced to looſe 
_ all, and conftrayned to begge home, 
craduenture two hundred or threc 
undred miles,as I haue fayd, in the 
middeft of cold winter. To proceed. 
Itis a good worke in a ſubicR to 
loue,honour, and obey his Prince im 
all things not repugnant to the w_ 
| of 
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of God, for ſorhe Apoſtle comman- 
deth, Lctcucric ſoule bec ſubiettrs 
the higher powers,for there is no po- 
werbur of God, and the powers that 
be,arc ordayned of God. Andi his 
Epiſtlcto Tis, he willeth Tizws to Tit. 
putvs in mind,that we bee ſubie@to 
principalitics , and powers,and obe- 
dient , and readie to euerie good 
worke.. | 

Itis alſo a good worke in a ſubieR 
and his duetic, not onely to beare 
faithfull allegeance to his Prince in 
his hearr,but alſo to wiſh him wel, to 
loue him,ts ſpeake well of him, and 
moſt heartely to praic for him, forſo 
the Apoſtle to T:m205hie, the ſeconde.,,_, . 
Chapter, exhorteth vs, ſaying, I ex 
horte therefore , that firſt of al], ſup- 
plications, prayers, interceſſions,and 
giving of thankes bee made for all 
men, for kings and princes, and for 
all that bee io authoritie , and hee 
rendereth arcaſon why wee ſhoulde 
praic 


Rom. 13, 
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prive forthem,. that wee may leade 


_. , aquiet &apeaceable lyte in allgod- 


tyneſfe and: honeſtre vnder them; 

But hcere ariſerth aqueſtion,wherher 
wee'are-to- obeye our Prince in all 
thinges or not* I aunſwere, If our 
Prince bee a goodprince, and docth 
publiſh good and wholeſome lawes, 
agrecable tothe word of God, then 
areweto obeythemin allthings,and 
to aduenture and hazarde both our 
lives and go0ds,as well in defence of 
him and of his lawes. 

Vpon the otherſide,tfour prince 
beea wicked Prince, bloudie, cryell, 
andtyrannicall,and docth conſtirutt 
 hwes and ſtatutes cleane contrarie 
and repugnant tothe word of God, 
thenwe are thus to doe, we muſt ſub- 
mit our ſelues vnder his ſcepter, and 
inall humilitie & humble obedience 
tay downe our lives athis feet, rather 
chooſing to die, thantodo any thing 
contrary tothe word of God,& good 
£Of- 
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conſcience, ſo far off 6ught'vy6t6be 
from taking armes again{t ourpritice 
for anic matter whatſocuer. Forthe 


Apoſtle ſaith flatly,that thoſe'whodo 


reliſt the powers, doo reſiſt the'ordi-Romir4: 


naunce of God,and doe purchaſe to 
themſelues cternall damnation; And 
hece is it,that we ncuer read ſomuch 
as of one traitour or proditor of his 
prince and country,that euer proſpe- 
red,or had good ſucceſſe, butinthe 
ende they were euerthrowen and 
broughtro confuſion, &1T pray God 
they may ſo ſtill , that hammer anie 
matter,or contriue anie plots againſt 
the Lords annointed in anie country 
or nation of the worlde whatſoeuer. 
It isa good worke alſo inſubies 
to loue one another, to praie one for 
another,and to dooto others,as the 
woulde wiſh others ſhoulde dooto 
them, for this is the whole lawe and 
the Prophets , 1aith our Sauiour 
CHRIST, that is, heg that may 
| | | Gag 
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God aboucall chings, and his neigh- 
on as himſclfc, fulfilleth the whole 
We. | | 
And trucly not without cauſe 
is it ſayde,that louec fulfilleth the law: 
for if Ilouemy neighbor as my lelfe, 
then will I doo him no wrong, ney- 
ther in worde nor deed, I will ſpeake 
no cujll of him, I will not detracte 
him, ſlaunder him, nor anic kinde of 
waic hurt or annoy him. This cau- 
ſed our fauiour Chriſt roſaie, By this 
ſhall all men knowe that you are my 
diſciples, if yee loue one another. 
This cayſcd the Apoſtle Saint Paul 
to crieout, Owe nothing to any man 
but this, that you loue one another. 
This cauſed the ſame Apoſtle in an 
other placeto ſaic, Though I ſpeake 
with the tongues of men, and of 
Angelles, and hauc no louc, Iam as 
aſoundingbraſſe, and tinkling cim- 
ball. And though ( fayth hee) I bad 
the gifte of prophefic, and knew all 
ſecrets 
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ſecretes; and acknowledge, yea, if I 
had all faith, ſo that I coulderemoue 
mountaines , and yet had no loue, T 
were nothing. And though I feede 
the poore with all my goods , and 
though I giue my bodie to bee bur- 
ned, and hauenoloue,itprofitethme 
nothing,ſayth this Apoſtle. Yea,ſuch 
a precious thing is this loue, thatin 
the laſt verſe ofthe ſame Chapter,he 

referreth it before either faith or 
was and that verie worthely, for 
faith and hope ſhall both ceaſe, and 
haueancnde, when wee ſhall haue 
attained the full fruition and poſſeſſi- 
on of thoſe thinges which wee looke 
for after this life, but loue ſhall ever 
remaine, and neuer haue ende, a" 
mongeſt the Saintes of God in the 
kingdome of heauen, whenall things 
elſe ſhall bee vaniſhed awaielykevn + 
toaſcumme. Then if wee muſt loue 
all men, wee muſt hate none, no,not 
our verie enemies, but contrariwile, 
M loye 
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ve;them,praitetor them,an 
kinde of = ſecke to doo them 
gogd: for ſo our Sauiour byddeth 
vs, If thine encmie hunger,giuehim 
bread, it he thirſt, giue him drinke,for 
. Inſgdooing, thou ſhaltheape coales 
of fire ypon his head, asthe Apoſtle 
ſpeaketh. 

And in anotherplace, Chriſt bid- 
deth vs, Loue your enemies, bleſſe 
themthat curſe you , doo good to 
them that kate you, for, ſayth hee, if 
youloue thoſe that loue you, what 
great thing doo you? Doe not the 
verye publicanes and ſinners the 
fame? Wee muſt neither curſenor 
banne them {( as they ſaie ) norin 
anie forte ſecke to bee reuenged of 
them, what — ſo cuer they 
haue done to vs, but referre the 
reuenge to him who ſayeth, Ms- 
bi vindida , && e20 rewibuam, Ven- 

geanceis mine, and I wyll rewarde. 


Fot to reuenge cucric wrong , and 
to 
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to contende for euerie ſtrawe one 
with another, is cuen as if one mem. 
ber of the bodie, ſhoulde riſe vpand 
rebellagaynſt another. Therefore e- 
uenasthe members of our naturall 
bodyecs,doe agree together ina moſt 
pleaſant harmonicand ſweete con- 
ſorte , doe loue one an other, 
ſuffer one withanother , reioyceand 
ſorrowe one with another, and one 
helpe another, in caſe anie bee di. 
ſtrefled : So let vs agree together 
one amongeſtanother, one loue an 
other, one helpe, comfort, and re- 
leeuc another, to the vttermoſt of 
our power. Let the counſell of the 
Apoſtle ſinke deepe into our hartes, 
where heeſayth, Weepe with them 
that weepe, mourne wyth them 
that mourne,and be of like affetion 
one towardes another, 

Let not bruite beaſtes and vn- 
reaſonable qgeatures teach vs wylſe- 
dome, who loue all other of the 
| M 2 ſame 
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ſame kinde, and doe willingly con- 
uerſewith them, than with any other 
of a cotrary kinde. Let vs not fall out 
amongſt ourſchues for cuery trifle, 
nor goe toJaw for cuery light occaſt- 
on, or rather many times for no oc- 
cafionatall. Letnotthe greedy Put- 
tocks the Lawyers make you beg- 
pers, and theſelues Gentlemen with 
your goods. Let your controuerſies 
rather be decided at home, by your 
honeſtneighbors & friends,& rather 
be content to loſea peece,thanto go 
to law and ſpendall thou haſt, and in 
the end peraduenture loſe all too. It 
is agood worke,it any befalne to ex- 


treme pouetty, eyther by piracy on 
by 


the ſeas, or robbing onthe lan 
fire,by death of cattell, by ſuretiſhip, 
orany otherlike accidet whatſoeuer, 
to relieue ſuch a one, to help him, 8& 
to reſtore him again to the vttermoſt 
of thy power,that afterward by gods 


good bleſſing &thy good meanes,he 
may 
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may dogood in the common weale, 
& thanke God for theeall days of his 
life after. Itis agood worke in cuery 
one thatisable,to lend eithermoney 
or goods, or whatſocuer els his ney- 
bour ſtadeth in neede of, without y- 
ſury, intereſt, or gaine, according to 
the ſaying of our Sauiour Chriſt, 
lend to him that would borow, not 
loking for any thing againe, and thy 
reward ſhall be great in heauen. But 
ſome are of minde, that viury is no- 
thing els but an cating, a gnawing, a 
coſuming, & an vtter yndoingof my 
brother (for ſo indeed the etymolo- 
gy of the word ſoundeth) ſo that ſay 
they, as long as we eate not, gnawe 
not, nor conſume not our brother 
(thoughinthe meanetime they take 
neuer ſo much intereſt of hym for 
their money) it is no vſury. Burt if 
this be nota cating, a gnawing, a co6- 
ſuming, and an vtter vadoing of my 
brother,to take after twenty poun 
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| :yea,thire pound inthe hundred (as 
-many doo) thenI knowe not what 
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is. But if they woulde knowe what 
viuric is in deede, according to the 
ſenſcof theworde of God,I will tell 
them, A 
 _"Viurie is anie thing oueranda- 
boue the principall which was lent, 
be irneuerſo lyttle, eyther in monie, 
corne,praſſe,groundes,landes,mear, 
drinke, clothes, or anic thing elſe 
whatſocuer. But now a dayes there 
is no finne ſo grofle, which is not 
blanched and ſmeered ouer wyth 
ſuch counterfait coulours, that ex- 
cepta man haue an eyc illuminate by 
Gods ſpirite, hee ſhall take it eyther 
for a vertue,orat leaſt for noſinne at 
all, Butwoe bee to them (faycth the 
Prophet) which call euillgood, and 
ood euill, frveere, ſower, and ſower 
weete, light,darkneſle,and darkneſle 
light.I doubttheſeexcuſes and gloſes 
will notgo forpaiment atthe day of 
DE” | mage- 
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as much as they will in theyr ftoolyſh 
imaginations. | 
Itisalſo agood worke ineuerie 
one to faſt from finne,as muchas hee 
he can,and from all exceffiue vie of 
meates and drinkes, which might a- 
- nie waie moue or ſtirre vp the bodie 
to diſſolutenes and wantonnes, And 
therefore the Papifts doo belie vs, in 
thatthey affirme,that wee neuerfaſt, 
andthatour preachers doe preach a- 
gainft it,as againſt athing altogether 
valawfull. Bur as they ſpeake truth in 
this, ſo let them be beleeuedin cuery 
thing elſe. Indeede wee holde, (and 
that truely) that all meates may bee 
eaten atalltimes, andat all ſeaſuns of 
him that hath faith,for ſo the Apoſtle 
teacheth, ſaying: Nowe the ſpirite 


ſpeaketh euidently, that inthe later * 


ies, fomeſhalldepartfrom thefaith 
and ſhall giue heede to ſpirites ofcr- 
ror,& dofrine of deuils, which fpeak 
M 4 lies 
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ies thorough hypoctifie , and havie 
theyr conſciences burned with a hot 
yron,forbidding to marry, and com- 
maunding to abſtaine from meates, 
which G O D hath created to be 
receined wyth thankeſ-giuing, of 
them: which belecue, and knowe 
the truth. And in another place 
hee ſayeth , Eucrie creature of God 
is good, and nothing ought to bee 
refuſed , if itbee recetued with faith 
and thankeſgiuing , for it is ſanRi- 
fied by the worde of God, and by 
praicr. So thatwee holde it a mat- 
ter meerely indifferent,to cat, or not 
to cateatall times, Wee repole nore- 
gion in cating or drinking,but hold 
it rather for a matter of pollicic than 
of diuinitie. ' Ee eo 
- * ' Our Saviour Chriſt ſayth, there 
1s nothing that entererh, into man, 
that defile the man, butthoſe things 
which come out of a man, thoſe de- 
file aman, | 07 : 
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Itis fayd alſo in another place, All 
things are cleane to thoſe that be 
cleane. And further we reade in the 
hiſtory ofthe Acts, how the Apoſtle 
Paulehimſelfe was commanded in a 
viſion(as itwere by oracle from hea- 
uen) to cate of all meates conteyned 
inthe ſheete,being alſo forbid to call 
that vncleane, which-God had ſanc- 
tified, 8 madecleane. And therefore 
(I fay) we hould it lawfull by the 
word of God to cate all meates atall 
times, yea though it werein Lentit 
ſelfe. But yet if it pleaſe the Prince 
for pollicy ſake, and for a common 
wealth (for that, at that time of the 
yeare, all creatures do breedeandin- 
gender together, and therefore, be- 
ſides,that they are not ſo wholeſome 
as at other times of the yeare, if they 
ſhould then be killed and eaten, as 
they are at other times, there muſt 
needes growepreat dearth & ſcarſity 
of them)to commaund vs toabſteine 


from- 
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from eating of fleſhthattime of the 
yeare only, we willingly obey it, asa 
matter of pollicy, and'not of diuini- 
tie, religion, or conſcience. And 
albeit, itbe obiced, that Chriſt fa- 
ſed 40. dayes, and 40.nightes, yet 
it followeth not, that of neceſſity we 
ſhould abſteynce from fleſh only for 
ſolong; no more than it followeth, 
that we muſt abſteyne fromall other 
meates, becauſe Chriſt did ſo. Wee 
haue no one fillable in the word of 
God for our warrant todo ſo, Nay, 
if we would imitate Chrifts example 
in this, we are notable. For can wee 
abſteyne from all kind of ſuſtenance 
whatſocuer 40.dayes, and 40.nights 
as Chriſt did * And yet if wee wyll 
follow ftritly hys example,we muſt 
doe ſo. Therefore it is true, omnu 
Chrifts actio, noftra eft initruttie., non 
wn7t4tio, cuery ation of Chriſt isour 
inſtruction, but not a preſident to 
follow in cuery thing. And dqubt- 
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leſſe,if he would thatweſhould haue 
abſteyned from the cating of fleſhin 
Lentonly, he would haue geuen ys 
ſome precept or other, or at leaſt 
ſome one word or other ſounding 
that way. To conclude therefore,we 
hould, that faſting from meates and 
drinkes, is both goodand godly,and 
many times very neceſſary, to tame 
the wanton affections of the fleſh, 
and to ſubduc them to the ſpirit. 
And yet we looke not to merite by 
our faſts, neyther yet doe wee faſt 
in honor, or worſhip to any dead 
Saints, as the Papiſts moſt blaſphe- 
mouſly doe. And thus much of fa- 
ſting. Now to go forward. | 

It is agood worke in cuery one, 
to preuent, and as much as lyeth 
in hys power, to hynder and ſtay. 
euery euill ation, or vngodlye 
deede; which eyther hee knowerh 
of hys owne knowledge , or elſe 
is ' informed , and aduertiſed os 

Y 
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by others, is like to come to paſſe, if 
he do not, heisas guilty of the mil- 
chife whatſocuerit be, that hapneth, 
25 he that committed it. And there- 
fore it ſtandeth euery one in hand, to 
take heed to himſelfe, that he be not 
partaker of other mens finnes, for 
eucry one hath inough, and too ma- 
ny of his owne to anſwere for, God 
be mercitfull to vs, Itisa good worke 
in cuery one to raiſe ſobrietie, 
temperancic,and _ well in 
his meates, asalſo in his drinks, to el- 
chew all gluttony, drunknes, ryot, & 
excefle, to vie ſuch apparell and at- 
tyre, as is decent and comely, rather 
obeying neceſlity, than ſeruing curi- 
ous phantefie, knowing that our ap- 
parell was geuen vs to couer our na- 
kednes withall, & to hide our ſhame- 
full parts, and not to puffe vsyp into 
A open humor, or vayne conceipt 
of ourſelues. And truſt me truly, I 
{ceno greater reaſon that we haue to 


be 
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be prowde of our apparell, than the 
poore Lazar hath to be prowd of his 
rags & clouts that wrep his ſores. Itis 
a 200d worke in cuery one to mode- 
rate his affections ſo, as he neyther 
thinke,meditate,norpractiſeanyeuil 
againſt any mian,that he refrayne his 
tongue from all maner of ſwearing 
and blaſpheming cf Gods moſt holy 
name, that he fall out with no 
curſe nor ban notany,finally, that he 
keepe his eyes from beholding of va» 
nitic, his eares from hearing of filthi- 
nes,ort ribaldry, and his hands & feet 
from committing of cuill. Now if 

theſe be good works (as they are in- 

deede) then moſt ynhappy are they, 
that be ſo farre from doing any of 
them, that they dayly and hourel 

praiſe the contrary,and will iuſtifie 

themſcſues too by the word of God. + 

For ſayth one, is notſwearing tolle- 

rable 2 doth not God ſay, thou ſhalt 

honor me, and ſweare by my name ? 
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and therefore they conclude, that 
God is rather honored, than diſho- 
nored by ſwearing, Otherſome, 
when a man reprooues them for it, 
will aske hym, why © Is it not law- 
full for a man to haue God in bys 
minde, and to name hym often ? 
yea, the oftner, the betters. Thus 
theſe reprobate miſcreants iuftifye 
themſclues in theyr ſinne, and a- 
buſe the word of God to their owne 
deſtrution, For anſ{were to the firſt. 
I graunt indeede, that God is hono- 
red by ſwearing by his name, inthis 
ſence, when a matter or controuecrſie 
falleth out, which cannot otherwiſe 
be determined than by an oth, then 
are we (being called by the Magi- 
ſtrates, and thoſe that are in autho- 
rity) to depoſe the truth, by the in- 
uocation, and. calling to witneſle of 
the name of God, or elle, ina pri- 
uate ation betwixt party and party, 
tg cad a controucrly, we may law- 
fully 
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fully take'an oth, for-ſo the Apoſtle 
fayth, let anoth make. an end of all 
contronerſies. In theſe rwo reſpects 
it is lawfull to ſiveare as T haue ſayd, 
and God is honored thereby, if we 
depoſe the truth, as he is truth. Bur 
nh honored by theſe two kindes 
of othes, ſo is hee diſhonored, and 
diſpleaſed with ſwearing by him at 
euery word, in our ordenary talke, 
and that yppon ceuery trifle, or light 
occafion, or rather for no cauſe at 
all. This kinde of vſuall {wearing, is 
altogetherforbidden by our Sautour 


himſelfe,where he ſayth, Swearenot Maths. $3. 


at all, neyther by heauen , for it is 
the throne of God, nor yet by the 
earth, for it is his footeſtoole, ney- 
ther by lersſalem, for it is the City 
of the great King , neyther ſhalt 
thou ſweare by thy head, becauſe 
thou canſtnotmake one hayre white 
or blacke : but your communica- 
tion ſhall be yea, yea, nay, nay, = 
WaAat. 
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whatſocuer is more than this, com- 
meth of cuill. The Apoſtle S. James 
alſo warneth vs to the ſame cffec, 
ſaying, but abouc all things (my bre- 
thren){weare not neither by heauen, 
nor by earth, norby any other kinde 
of oth, but let your communication 
be yea, yea, nay ,nay, leaſt you fall in- 
tocodemnation. The very ſamedoth 
Salomonteach vs, when he ſayth, The 
man that vſeth much ſwearing, ſhall 
be filled with iniquity, & the plague 
of God ſhall neuer goe fro his houſe. 


And yet notwithſtanding all this, 


there are nota few that make cuen as 
it were an occupation of ſwearing, 
and forſwearing , of blaſpheming, 
curling and banning at euery word, 
accoumpting him a peaſant and no 
man, that cannot ſwearcitoutluſte- 
ly. In which pointthe dinels are bet- 
ter than they, for (as the Apoſtle 
Tames recordeth) they tremble and 
quake at the very name of the _ 

e 
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roagues, and ſhagdhayred ruffians 
are ſo farre off from trembling or 
quaking at the name of God, that 
they rent, and teare him in a thou- 
land pieces at cuefy word as much 


as Jieth in their powers, blaſpheming 


both him , and his glorious name, 
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tie of God : but theſe deſperate 


without all remorſe or conſcience. 
Bar let them take heede, forſurely I 
am of this minde, that it were better, 
(tough both in the tuſtice of God 
be damnable) to kill a man, than to 
ſweare an oth, or once to blaſpheme 
the nameof Godany maner of way, 
for the one is the breach of the firſt 
Table, which reſpeeth the worſhip 
of God only, the other is but the 
breach of the ſecond Table, which 
compriſeth our duties one towards 
an other. And as it is forbid to ſweare 
vaynely by the name of God in our 
ordenary talke, & familiar commu- 
nication. at eucry word,.& tor euety 
trifle,

trifle, ſo.is italſo forbid to ſweare-by 
.any other, than by God alone inthe 
two reſpctts before remembred,and 
neither by Saints nor Angels, Sunne, 
nor Moone, Starres, nor Planets, 
bread, nor falt, fire, nor water, ner 
any other creature elſe whatſo c- 
ucr : neyther is it lawtfull to ſweare 
by-any counterfaite oth, as fay, or 
" fecke , gogs bud, gogs lownes , nor 
the lyke, for all theſe kindes of ſwea- 
rings are abhomination before the 
Lord, whohath geuen vs an exprefle 
cormmauridement, that wee neyther 
{weare by their idolls, nor yet once 
make mention of theyr gods in our 
mouthes. For whatſoeuer we ſweare 
by, we make amidoll of it, anda falſe 
God, attributing that honor and 
worſhip to the creature , which is 
due to the creater, who only is to 
be inuocate and called vppon as 2 
witneſle in all our ations, and none 
but hee. And aowe to the ſecond 
fr, part 
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part of theyr blaſphemous allega- 
cion. Whereas they fay,; that ir is 
lawfull to haue the name of God 
often in our mouthes, and the oft- 
ner, the better. I aunſwere, true 
it is, wee ought indeede to haue 
the mateſtte of God both in our 
_heartes, and in our mouthes, and 
the oftencr the better, but how 2 
not in blaſphemous ſort, ro make 
a'ſtale or a icſting flocks of hy, 
(for we are forbid to take the name 
of God in vayne; and the Lorde 
wyll not hould hym' guiltlefle that 
taketh hys name in vayne) but in-all 
holy rcuerence, detfotion, and obe- 
dience, yea, in all holy feare, and. 
trembling. This the Apoſtle meant, 
when he "layde, Ifany man ſpeake;; 
lethym ſpeake as ſayth the word of 
God: againe,let your comunication' 
be fuch as may miniſter grace to the 
hearers. Lec theſe luſty Caueliroes 
| takehoed, how they dally with rhe

good worke incuery one to be care- 
full of his brothers good name, ney- 
ther backbiting, dertracting, ſlaunde- 
zing, nor anyway diſcrediting him 
by-word or deede,but rather ſeeking 
by all meanecs. poſſible to conſerue 
his credit as much, yea, andin ſome 
reſpe&s, more thanhis owne. Andif 
he knowe, or heareany thing which 
might ſound to the impayring of his 
credit , or blemiſhing of hys good 
name, to bury it in the graue of ob- 
linion, that it may.neuer riſe agayne, 
nor come to light, to the diſparage- 
ment of preiudice of his brothers 
good name - for ever. What ſhall we 
ſay then to thoſe vile perſons , and.

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ſcummes of the worlde, not wovthie 


to hate comon breath amorgſtehiti. 
Nians,who are fofarre off from chri- 
ſtian charitie,that albeitrhey neither 
knowe,norin truth neuer heatd anie 
euill of their brother, will yet ins the 
fulneſle of their mallice, coine and 
forge matter defamatoric agaynſt 
him, and when they haue done,pub- 
liſh it to the view of the world in rai- 
ling pamphlets, and paltrie libes,to 

his vniuſt infamic , and their-owne 
perpetuall ſhame? Foy 
The badgeor cognifanceof the - 
childres of God, whereby they are 
knowen and diſcernedfrom theehiF 
dren'ofthe deuill,is loue,as our ſanf- 
our Chriſt ſaith himſelfe, By this ſhall 
all men knowethatyouare my difci- 
ples,if you loucone another. Again, 
the badge or cogniſance of the chik 
dren ofthe deuill, whereby they are 
diſcernedfrom the children of God, 
is hatred, rancour, mallice, enuie,

Nowe then, what 
kynde of people theie are, and how 
vnſufferable in a common wealth; 
who delight in nothing ſo much; 
as to broch lyes &flaunders againſt 
their brethren,and where they heare 
any thing againſt any man, without 
examination of the quality and pro- 
perty.of the party thattold the of the

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perſon whomethey concerne, orof 
thematter it ſelfe,they preſently fpue 
ont their mallice in libelling 8& pam- 
phlctting agaynſithim , as though all 
were true that is reported of cuetic 
man, 

'- Theſckindoffellowesare wor- 
ſerthanthe caterpillers or locufts of 
Agypt, who deuoured brit the fruits 
of the earth, thefe the good names of 
men,yea,andofſuchmien, as1ti com. 
pariſon of whome, theyare notwor- 
thic tobe namedithe ſame daic the 0- 
thersare named'ih . They areworſer 
than rauens,or kites, who willnot eat 
theyr praie before it bee dead; but 
they will deuour the good names of 
theyrbrethren becing on line. Such 
curre dogges woulde bee hangedvp, 
as will | —w euerie bodie by the 


ſhinnes, liuing tothe hurt of all and 

poodofnone. 
And therefofe I cannot a lyttle 
meruayle , that our graue and re- 
| ucrend 
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verend Biſhops, and othet inferioar | 
magiſtrates and officers,to whomnithe 
_ ouerſightandicharge offuch thinges 
are committed, wil either liſence, 
(which Trruſt they do not, for I wyll 
hope better of them) or in anie forte 
tollerare ſuch railing libels & flande- 
rous pamphlets,as haue becne of late 
publiſhed in print one man againſt 
anorher, to' the greate diſhonour of 
God, corruption of good manners, 
breach of charitie,andin'aworde, to 
the iuſtoffence & ſcandall ofalgood 
chriſtians. And truely to ſpeake my 
conſcience freely,I thinke there can- 
nota greater miſ{chiefe be ſuffered in 
acottmon wealth; than for ofre man 
to write againſt another,and topub- 
liſh it in print, to the viewe of the 
world.Iwis the noble ſcience of prin- 
ting was not giuery vsto that end, be- 
ing indeede one of the chiefeſt blef- 
ſings that God hath given tothe ſons 
of men hecreypponearth. Foris not 
this 
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this the next way to broachrrancor, 
hatred, malice, emulacion,enuic,and 
the like amongſt men © nay 'is not 
this the next way to make bloud- 
ſhed,and murther, to rayſevp mute- 
nies, inſurrctions, commotions,and 
rebellions in a chriſtian common- 
wealth 2 and therefore would I wiſh 
both the bookes, and the authors of 
them, to be vtterly ſuppreſſed for e- 
uer, theoneby fire, the other by the 
halter or gallowes, if nothing elſe 
will ſerue.' But what ſhould 1 fay 
I cannot but lament the corruption 
of our time, for (alas) now adayes it 
is growen to be a hard matter to get 
2 good booke licenſed , without 
ſtaying peraduenture a quarter of a 
yeare for it, yea, ſometymes two or 
three yeares, before he can haue it 
allowed, and in the end happly re- 
jected too, ſo that that which ma- 
ny a good man hath ſtudyed ſore 
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all dayes of his life, ſhall beburyed | 

in ſilence, and ſmothered vp in for- 
gerfulnes; and neuer ſee the light, 
whileſt in the meane tyme, other 
bookes full of all filthines ; ſcurrili- 
tie, baudry, diſſolurenes, colonage, 
cany-catching, and the lyke, (which 
all call for vengeance to heauen) 
are eyther quickely licenſed, or 
at leaſt eaſily tollerate , without 
all denyall or contradiction what- 
ſocuer. 

Andalbeit it may be an{wered,that 
ſuch filthy baudy beokes are nor li- 
cenled by the vena, I thinke 
in deede they are not ( for what 
man can with a good conſcience 
licence thoſe bookes to be printed, 
which are ſcared with a hote iro, 
and branded with the blacke cole 
of; Gods cutſle) yet notwithſtan- 
ding, as long as they tollerate., or 
ſuffer them: cyther to bee printed, 
or to bee ſoulde in they Shops,

they are asculpable and as guiltic be- 


fore God for them, as the authors of 


them,and looke what euill commeth 


- bythemn, they ſhalone day aunſwere 


for before thetribunall ſeate of God, 
becauſe it was in them to haue ſup- 
refled them,and did not. But I will 
caue them totheyriudge,to whome 
they citherſtand or fz!l, and who will 
oneday reward euery one according 
to his dooings. It is a good worketo 
meditate,and to thinke, that this lyfe 
is but momentarie, ſhort ,and tranſ1- 
torie,no life indeed, but a4 thadow of 
alife,or rather a meditation of death 
(forſo good men hauecallcd it)a pil- 
grimage,a thorough-fare, an Inne,or 
hoftrie,a place of trial,of aduerfitie & 
calamitie,a vale of woe, & a fea of all 
afflitionsand miſcries. The conſide- 
ration of this,cauſedtheholy 7sb,that 
mirror of patience,to burſt forth into 
theſe ſpeeches. Manthat is borne ofa 


wotnan hath but a ſhort timeto live, 


and 
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and is fulof miſcry,he ſpringethvpas 
aflower,and is cut downe,he vaniſh- 
ethalſoasaſhadow,& cotinuethnot. 
Itis a good worke for the children 
of God,to ſet their minds of heauen, 
and heavenly thinges,to meditate of 
the ioyes of heauen-andotf the glorie 
prepared for ſuch as walke here with 
their God in all holy obedienceand 
chriſtian humilitie before him.Final- 
ly & laſt ofall (becauſe I would draw 
towards an end,though there beeno 
end indeede of good workes) it is a 
good worke to mortifie our carnall 
luſts,andtoflay our inordinate affec- 
tions,to crucify the 01d man. with the 
whole bodie of finne , andtopurt on 
the new man Chriſt Ieſus,walking & 
going on from faith to faith,fr6 hope 
to hope, [from repentaunce to.repen- 
tance, from holines to holines, from 
grace to grace, from perieRio to per- 
fecion,and from one gagd worke to 
another,till wee attainetotheend of 
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our hope, which is cuerlaſting life, 

in the kingdome of heanen. Theſe 
bee thoſe good workes indeede 
which (as the Apoſtle witnefleth) 
Chriſt hath ordeyned , rhat wee 
ſhoulde walke in them. Thefe bee 
Luke.1. 74. thoſe good workes which Zachary 
75- prooucth to bee the ends of our 
redemption , that wee being deli- 
uered out of the hands of our eni- 
mies, myght ſerue hym without 
feare, in holynes and _— 
nes all the dayes of our lyte. Theſe 
are the: oyle which euery Chriſti- 
Matth-25. an is to haue in hys Lampe, and 
whiche the fooliſh Virgins wafi- 
ting, were ſhut out, and excluded 
the kingdome of God. Theſe bee 
they that I would 'counccll every 
Chriſtian'man, and wotnan , that 
haue any regard of their ſaluacion, 
to practiſe in this life , leguing the 
Antichriſtian workes of the Papiſts, 
asabortines;and miſcreants, totheir 
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father the Diuell, from whome they 
fyrſt came, For perſwade thy ſeltc 
whoſocuer thou art, that without 
theſe good works, and the like, it is 
vnpoſhible for thee to ſee the face of 
God to thy ſaluacion, otherwiſe 
than the deuils, and the reprobate, 

who ſhall ſee the face of -God (I 

graunt) but to their eucrlaſting con- 

demnation : So thou without good 
workes mayett ſee the face of God 
with the, but to thy vtter cofuſton & 

deſtruction both of body & ſoule for 
euer. Be zealous therefore (good 
Chriſtian) of good workes,do good 

whileſt thou haſt time, for the nighr 

of death will come when thou canſt 

not work, redeme the time with wel 

doing, as the Apoſtle ſpeaketh, yea, 

withdraw from thy {leepe, from thy 

meate & drink,and fro thy neceflary 

affaires, to do good. Remember thy 

yeres are few vpo carth, & thou haft 

butaſhort time to liue,& to workin. 

Admit 
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Admit thou attaineft to fortie, fiftie, 
fixtie,or it may be cighty yeres(wher- 
to fewe doe come, in compariſon 0 
thoſe thatdie before)alas that time is 
nothing ncither,in regard of the per- 
petuity & eternity ofthe life ro come. 
Haue euer in thy minde that golden 
ſentence of the Apoſtle, He that ſow- 
cth little ſhallreape little, and he that 
ſoweth plentifully,ſhall reape plenti- 
fully. Letthe words of our{auior ne- 
' uer{ſlip out ofthy remembrance, Bea- 
tins eft dare, potiss quan accipere, It is a 
thing more bleſſed to giue (megning 
to the poore) than to recciue. Giue 
therefore, & lend freely to themthat 
haue need, loking for nothing again, 
and thy reward ſhall be greatin hea- 
uen,ſfayth our ſauiour Chriſt. Conſi- 
deritis fayde, Whatis given to the 
poore,is lenttothe Lorde, and looke 
what thou laieſt out,itſhall bee paide 
thee again-Diftruſt not Gods promi- 
ſes, tor he is yea, and amen .,inall his 
ſayings, 
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fayings,and faithfulland trueinall his 
dooings. Heeboth can, for that heis 
almightie,andalſo will,for that hee is 
mercifull, moſt bountifully remune. 
ratc,and molt liberally rewarde them 


for whatſocuer good thou doſt in this 


life, yea,ſo preciſe is he herein, that he 
hath bound himſelfe with a promiſe, 
thathe wil not leaue ſo muchas a cup 
of colde water giuen to anie in his 
name,vnrewarded at that day. 


Thefifth Section. 


Wherein is ſhewed the ends of good works, 
and of our iuſtification by faith only, 
with a conciuſion exhortatorie to good 
workes.

6 2 workes,ſothou muſt take 
oF 7d heed, thatthou doſtthem 
(NE ace! not, neither for deſire of 
reward, nor yet for feare of puniſh- 
O ment, 


— 
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ment, but for the loue and obedience 


whichthou beareſt to thy God. And 
ſo farre off oughteſt thou tobee from 
thinking to be juſtified, or to merit a» 
_ nything by thy workes, ( asthe blaſ- 

phemous papiſtes doo contend) that 


thou muſt both think & ſaic as Chriſt 


teacheth thee to ſay, When thou haſt 
donecallthat is commaunded thee to 
doe, thou art yet an vnprofitable ſer- 
uant,and haſtdone but thy dutie,nay 
northy ductic neither, nonot inanie 
ſmall meaſure. No, although thou 
wereſtablero do all the good workes 
in the world,andall the good workes 
which the worde of God doth com- 
mand thee, yea,and in that perfetion 
which G O D doethrcquireofthee, 
(which thing neuecr anic was, nor c. 
uer ſhall be found able to performe, 
Chriſt Ieſus only excepted) yet coul- 
deſt thou neither bee juſtified before 
God, noryct merite anic thing by 


them ex opere operato , as the Papiltes 
doo 
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doo'dreame. But yettheyare indeed 
notable ſcales and teſtimonies tothy 
conſcience,that thouartthe childeof 
God, and cohcire with Chriſt Teſus 
of the kingdome of heauen . And. 
heereof is it,that the Apoſtle biddeth 
vs make our faluation ſure by good 
works, not that good workes are any 
efficient cauſe of our ſaluation-, but 
doc aflure , confirme, and leale vp 
vnto vs ourſaluation purchaſed by 
Chrift. 

They are therefore moſt excel- 
lent fruites of our faith, and infallible 
pledgcs of our election in Chriſte, 
but no cauſcs of our iuſtification 
before GOD. For cucnasno fruit 
can make the tree good, which by 
nature is naught, ſo no good workes 
can. make a man good before God, 
who before was wicked &euill : for 
as the tree muſt of neceſsitic jbee 
good; before it canne bring foorth 
anie good truiteat all,ſoa man muſt 

| O 2 Þ# 
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bee ſanRified and regenerate by the 
ſpirit of God, before he can doo anie 
good workes, acceptable vnto God, 
which once being accompliſhed, the 
follow good works. as the effe from 
the cauſe. And therefore I cannot but 
wonder at the more than palpable 
blindnes of theſe iuſticiaries,and me- 
rit-mongers,the papiſts, who beleeue 
that good workes can iuſtifie vs be- 
fore God, Our ſauiour Chriſt ſayth, 
Without mee,yee can doonothing. 
Whereto the Apoſtle ſeemeth to a- 
gree,when he ſayth, It is God which 
geueth both the wil & the deed,cuen 
of his good will : and then alas, what 
place of merit isthereleft for vs? And 
whereas they obie&, that God hath 
promiſed to reward our good works: 
Trueit is, hee giueth vs grace, firſt to 
will,then power to performe,and put 
in practiſe cucrie good worke that we 
doo, and hath bound himſelfe with a 


promiſe toreward theſe his own gifts 
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\. invs. But this reward tandeth in the 


mercie of God,notin the meritofthe 
worke. Let vs therefore,abandoni 

ourowne merits,as filthie dong,hold 
the mercies of God in Chriſt, to bee 
our righteouſnes, beeing affured, that 
if the Lord ſhouldeenter intoiudge- 
ment with vs, waying our verie righ. 
tcouſnes inthe ballance of his iuſtice, 
and rewarding vs according to our 
deſerts,we ſhould be vtterly condem- 
ned.andcaſt awaie for euer. This the 
Prophet Zſay confirmeth, where hee 
ſaith, Thatall our righteouſnes is like 
a menſtruous clout, than thewhich, 
there is nothing morefilthy, ſtinking, 
or fulſome, To which ſentence Saint 
Barnard (eemeth toallude,ſaying : Ye 
Uniuer(x iuſticie noſire,ſi remota miſere- 
cordia indicetur.Woe be to our righte- 
ouſneſſe, if we ſhould be indged with 
outmercie. And yer the papiſtes arc 
perſwaded,that they arenotonely iu- 
ſified(thatis, pronounced iuſt before 
O 3 God, 
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God,freedfrom ſinne,andallpuniſh- 
ment due forfinne) bur alſo that they 
mericethe kingdome of heauen, and 
eucrlaſting lite by their good workes. 
Yea,they haucnotonely good works 
inough to faue themſclucs withall, 
but others allo, and theſe they call 
works of {uv pererogation, that is, whe 
they doc moe good workes, and in 
greater perteion, than God eyther 
can or will require of them, as I haue 
noted before, and therefore with the 
oucrplus of theſe(forſooth) they will 
heipe their fellowes , if they will paic 
well forthem.,elſe get they none, for, 
No pennie, no Pater noſter. And is 
notthis a pretic matter,thatthey can, 
not onely ſaue themſelues,bur alſo 0- 
thers to,by their workes of ſuperero- 
gation? What ſhoulda man care for 
doing of good workes himſelt, when 
for alittle monic hee may buy inough 
of others 2 The fiue fooliſh virgines 
would haue bought oe of the "bo: 
ut 
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butit wasanſweredthew,they could 
hauc none,leſt there werenot inogh 
for them both, Wherby weeſee,that 
as no man can buy the good workes 
of another, ſo no manhath inough 
to ſauce himſclfe. The Apoftle Peter 
faith, There is no other name giuen 
ynder heauen, whereby man can bee 
ſaued,but onely Teſus Chriſt, Andif 
ou workes coulde faue vs (as the 
ame Apoſtle reaſoneth ) then had 
Chriſt died in vaine, For how vaine 
athing had itben for the maicſty of 
God,to haue ſenthis owne ſonne in- 
to this miſerable worlde, to take our 
nature vpon him, & to ſhed his moſt” 
precious bloud for vs, if wee coulde 
taueiuſtified our ſclues, or purcha- 
ſ{edour ſaluation,cither through our 
inherent rightcouſnes(as the papiſts 
moſt blaſphemouſly affirme) by our 
merits,or by anie other means what” 
ſocuer. And therefore Paul was bold 
to conclude, that wee are iuſtified 
O4 by 
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by faith only, without the works of 
the law, Being iuſtified (fayth he) by 
faith, we haue peace with God, tho- 
rough Ieſus Chriſt, And to the Ga- 
lath. he ſayth further, that as many as 
dorelye vponthe works of the lawe, 
are vnder the curſe, and baniſhed 
fro grace. To which the Prophet A- 
bacuc ſcemeth to agree, ſaying, the 
ſhall liue by faith, But what ſhall 


"Te ſay then to the Apoſtle James, 


who ſayth,weare juſtified by works, 
and not by faith only * I anſwere. 
There are two maner of iuſtificati- 
ons, one abſolute before GOD, 
the other demonſtratiue before the 
world. Panle writing that wee are 
iuſtifyed by fayth onely , meaneth 
abſolutely before God. James ſay- 
ing, wee are iuſtifyed by workes, 
meaneth demonſtratiuely , before 
the worlde. Agayne, Paule wrigh- 
teth of the efficient cauſe of our 
iuſtification, James of the effecte. 
Paule 
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Paul: had to do with them that con- 
temned faith (as the Heathen, Iewes 
and Turks do now) and therefore he 
attributed (and that worthely) iuſti- 
fication,to faith only. Jameshe hadto 
do with them that contemned good 
works, as things of no value, afhr- 
ming, that bare faith alone,was ſuffi- 
ciet to ſaluation,& therefore he attri- 
buteth the moge to works, therby to 
draw them to the practiſing of them. 
Againe,Paule ſpeaketh of ſuch works 
as goe before iuſtification, lawes of 
ſuck as followe after. Paule meaneth 
not ofa bare andnaked faith without 
good works, but of ſuch afaith as can 
no more be without good workes, 
than the ſunne without light, orthe 
fire without heate. James he meaneth 
ofa bare,naked, and dead faith, ſuch 
as the very.deuils haue, & as the very 
heathen, & infidels haue. So thatin 
ſubſtance & matter,they both meane 
and ſpeake one and the fame thing. 
For 
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For truly.as faith is the efhcient cauſe 
of our 1uſtification before'God', ſo 
our workes are the effects or fruits if- 
ſuing thereout , whereby wee are 
knowen to bee juſtified before the 
world. And therefore let vs brag of 
our faith as muchas we will, it it bee 
burfſuch a faith as bringeth forth no 
good workes, we can neuerbe ſaued 
by it. 'i his is not that juſtifteng faith 
which Paule ſpeaketh of, nor which 
the children of God haue,but a dead 
faith.a barren faith,an hiſtorical faith 
which the deuills and all reprobates 
haue. But here perchace ſomecapti- 
ous ſophiſter wil aske me,if we.cano2 
be iuftified by good workes, to 'what 
end then ſhoulde wee doothem? To 
whom I anſwere. Weareto do good 
workes for ſixe cauſes eſpecially: firſt 
for the loue & obedience which wee 
owe vnto God:ſecondly,forthe mu- 
tuall loue,& brotherly charity which 


yee beare one towardes an other : 
| thirdly, 
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thirdly, tomakeour ſaluation ſure & 
certaine vntovs,as the Apoſtleſaith, 
Make. your fſaluation ſure by good 
workes : fourthly, forthe zeale wee 
hauc ofthe glorie of God : fitely, to 
drawe othersfrom(ſinne,to the prac- 
tife of godlineſle by our good cxam- 
ple:and ſixtly,for the increaſe of our 
owne repwarde in the life to come; 
where no good worke (ſuch is the 
bountifull liberalitie and mercifull 
beneficence of our good G OD to- 
wards vs miſerable ſinners) ſhall bee 
lefte varewarded. And albeit that 
good workesare no cauſcs of our iu» 
ſtification,northat thou canſt not be 
zuftified by them, yet canſtthou ne- 
uer be ſaued without the. And there- 
fore wouldeI wiſh eucrie one that 
h#th a care of his ſaluation, to labor, 
ſtudie,& endeuor night & day to do 
ood workes. Remember how nota- 
bly our forefathers haue behaued the 
ſelues heerein, what monuments of 
| charitic 
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charity, andalmes deedes,haue they 
left behinde them, to the poſterities 
to come, and yet liued infeare and 
trembling, And doe wee thinke to 
come to heauen, and leaue no good 
works behindevs atall, butrather in- 
finite millions of wicked deedes,and 
vngodly examples, which cry for 
vengeance before the throne of God 
night and day inceſſantly 2 Ohlet vs 
remember and neuer forget (if it be 
true which ſome do hould, as I fully 
perſwade my ſelfe it is) that as our 
wicked deedes, and euill examples 
which wee haue left behinde vs in 
this life, do hurt vnto other, and dif- 
honor the Maieſtie of God, fo ſhall 
our paine be increaſed, & augmented 
in hell for euermore world without 
end. And againe,as our good deeds, 
and goodexamples which we haue 
left behind vs in this life, do good to 
the Saints of God vppon earth, and 
increaſe his glory, ſo ſhall our glory, 
an 
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and our ioy be increaſed from day to 
day tothe end of the world in the 
kingdome of heauen. Let either the 
feare of the one therfore (deare chri- 
ſtian) or the loue of the other, moue 
thee now at the laſt eothiwecſolution 
of good works. Let not the vayne- 
glory, and deceiptfull honor of this 
world beguile thee, letnot couetoul- 
nes blinde thee, nor any priuate af- 
tection elſe, moue thee to do euill,or 
to deeciue any more in bargaining, 
ſelling, or otherwiſe howſocuer, for 
the Lord (as the Apoſtle witneflerh) 
is the reuenger of all ſuch wicked- 
nes : and though thou eſcapeſt for a 

time the laiwes of men,yet canſt thou 

not eſcape the judgements of God, 
but in his good time he wyll finde 
thee out, and recompence thee ac- 
cording to thy deſerts, Remember 
that Salomon was rich, and had as 
plenty of gould & filuer as of ſtones, 
tewells, and ornaments great ſtore, 
with 
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with fiſh-pondes, orchards, gardens, 
forreſts, parkes,men-fingers, women 
ſingers, muſlicke,andall pleaſures elſe 
vnder the Sunne,and of them all, he 
pronounced this ſentence, Yaritas 
vanitatis,& omnia vanitas, Vanitie of 
vanities,and all is but vanitie. Confi- 
der with thy ſelfe, and often reuolue 
in thy minde the wordes of our ſaui- 
our,Heauen and carth ſhal paſſe, but 
the word of God indureth for cuer. 
And againe in another place, No 
mans lite ſtanderh in the abundance 
ofthuſethinges which he poſleſſeth, 
Andagaine, What will it preuaile a 
manto win the whole world, & looſe 
his owne foule. Remember the rich 
lutton,;though he fared dilitiouſlie, 
and ruffeled in his fiikes and veluets 
eueriedaie, yet in one moment his 
ſoule was taken from him, & he lod- 
gedin hell. Take example by the rich 
man in the goſpell,who flowed with 
ſuch abundanceofall things, that he 
Was 
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was forced to pull downe. his olde 
barnes,and to build new ones, was 1t 
not ſaide to him, Thou foole, this 
night ſhall they tetch awaiethy ſoul, 
and then whoſe ſhall thoſe things be 
which thou haſt gathered. Oh what 
a vaine thing is it therforc, fora man 
to rake into his handes fine hundred 
orone thouſand mens liuinges, & to 
leaue it to his children , who for the 
the moſtparte,ſpend it either in hau- 
king, hunting,dicing.carding, or elſe 
in whooring, gourmandizing , and 
infinitethelykevices, (for, ale par- 
ta, male dilabuntnr, Ill got, ill ſpent ) 

whereas in the meane time, thou 

muſt goeto the barre to aunſwere 

for the getting of them, peraduen- 

ture to cuerlaſting damnation both 

of bodicand foule. Therefore haue 

acare whatſoeuer thou be, that thou 

get thy goods inthe fearc of God,& 

with a good conſcience,ſo ſhall they 
proſper with thy children afterth " 
an 
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and thou bleſſed eternally. And 
when thou haſt thus got them, be 
carefull how thou beſtoweſt them, 
and to whome thou geueſt them. 
For itis not inough tor thee to ſay, 
I gaue ſomuch, and ſo much to my 
carnall kindred, friends and aliance : 
but if thou haſt geuen ſo much and 
ſo much, to the poore, ſo much and 
ſo much, to this good end, and to 
that good end, to this good worke, 
and that good worke, to remayne to 
the poſterities after thee to the end 


' of the world, ohthen well is thee, 


and happy ſhalt thou be, yea, then 


ſhalt thou be ſure to attayne to the 


end of thy hope, that is, cuerlaſting 


life, To the which, hee bring vs all, 


that apperteyne to his kingdome, 
thatdyed for vs,to whom with 
the Father &the holy Ghoſt 
beallglory and prayſe 
AItT fqrcuer, Amen, 
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
